between Mifflin St. and Howard St., and 
including also the following descriptions 
of land: 


(1) Commencing at a point on Miffl'n 
St. (if extended) 188 feet south of the 
S. W. Corner of Lot 581 of the p‘at of 
Urbandale Sub. No. 2, thence south along 
Mifflin St. (if extended) 188 ft., thence 
east to the center of Cedar River, thence 
northerly along the river to a _ point 
directly east of the point of beginning, 
thence west to the place of beginning. 


(2) Also a parcel of land 94 feet in 
width, between the east line of Mifflin 
St. extended and Cedar River described 
as Commencing at the S. W. Corner of 


Urbandale Plat No. 2, thence south along 
the east line of Mifflin St., (extended) 
94 ft., thence east parellel with the south 
line of Plat of Urbandale No. 2 to the 
bank of Cedar River, thence northerly 
along the bank of Cedar River to the 
southwest corner of Lot 588 of Urbandale 
Plat No. 2, to the place of beginning, 
makes the following recommendation:
